I have reviewed the file of correspondence 
between Senator Jenner and General Cabell. You will 
note that in Senator Jenner's last letter of September 14 
to General Cabell, he merely agreed to let the rest of 
the Subcommittee know that CIA did not favor any 
disclosure, It did not alter in any way the previous 
request that the Top-Secret file be scanned with a view 
to eliminating Top-Secret documents of your Agency which 
would have to be safeguarded, 


The reason I write this letter is that both 
Senators Jenner and McCarran ask me if that process 
(that of eliminating the Top-Secret) has been finished 
by you so that we might commence the hearings, if we 
decide to have hearings.
